sound public policy to bar men ot small
means out of any legitimate business

liut worse than all this says Prof
Fur ear may happen and does happen
The rich few who manufacture tobacco
can easily combine against the poor many
v ho havo tho artlclo for sale Tho farmers
have no redress A few bleated with
wealth purchase by virtue ot the advan-
